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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Crook  and  Willington  U.D.C . 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  n^y  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 

The  birth  rate  remained  lower  than  and  the  death  rate  higher  than  the 
National  figures  but  the  differences  are  not  remarkable  for  any  more  than 
passing  comment.  The  principle  causes  of  death  lay  in  the  cardio-vascular 
group  of  diseases  which  were  responsible  for  approximately  56%  of  the  total 
deaths,  iis  the  main  cause  of  morbidity,  bronchitis  and  other  respiratory 
conditions  continued  to  be  prominent  resulting  in  a considerable  loss  of 
man-days  in  employment. 

Among  the  infectious  diseases  Measles  produced  an  outbrealc  during  the 
middle  of  the  year  with  510  cases  and,  fortunately,  no  deaths,  the  disease 
being  predominantly  of  the  mild  variety.  The  principal  event  was  the 
occurrence  of  3 paralytic  cases  of  Polioriyelitis  in  children  under  4 years 
of  age.  Despite  efforts  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  these  were  inconclusive 
except  that  case  1 could  have  infected  case  2 as  they  both  occurred  in  the  same 
community  of  Wooley  Terrace,  but  case  3 was  ibund  on  an  isolated  farm,  the  most 
feasible  source  being  a contact  from  the  Midlands  where  cases  of  Polion^relitis 
vrere  occurring.  All  cases  were  of  the  Type  1 variety. 

Immunisation  work  against  Tuberculosis  (B.C.G.)  was  stepped  up  among 
pupils  of  12  years  to  leaving  age  in  schools  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  most 
of  the  schools  had  been  visited  with  a good  response. 

The  occurrence  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  area  intensified  the  immunisation 
campaign. 

Visits  were  also  made  in  your  area  by  the  Mass  X-ray  Unit  with  a moderate 
response. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  and  those  cf  Scarlet  Fever  were  mild 
causing  no  deaths. 

Routine  inspection  of  housing  continued  and  regular  reports  made  to  your 
Council  of  claims  by  persons  requesting  advanced  consideration  for  Council 
houses.  Of  these  claims  the  majority  were  made  by  elderly  people  who  were, 
to  a greater  or  lesser  extent,  incapacitated  by  physical  illness  from  climbing 
stairs  and  were  finding  living  conditions  in  their  houses  becoming  too  much 
for  them. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  appended  liis  report. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  record  my  tho,nks  to  the  Council  and  staff  for 
their  co-operation  during  1961,

The  Council’s  slum  clearance  liability  continues  to  be  reduced  by  private 
improvement  and  reconditioning  of  property  and  by  the  contribution  of  the  Council’s 
scheme  of  Loans  for  House  Purchase  and  Improvement  wliich  enables  owner  occupiers 
to  purchase,  improve  and  extend  the  life  of  older  properties. 

House  improvement  works  continued  to  be  mainly  carried  out  by  owner  occupiers, 
the  National  Coal  Board  still  being  a notable  exception  to  this  tendency,  for 
improvement  grant  works  to  their  properties  in  ¥illington  proceeded  during  the  year. 
Many  of  the  applications  for  grants  followed  personal  contact  by  the  department’s 
officers  of  owners  of  structurally  sound  property  wiio  xjere  encouraged  to  install 
standard  improvements  in  their  houses.  Particular  a.ttention  was  paid  to  those  streets 
where  soiic  of  the  houses  already  possessed  bathrooms  and  hot  x/ater  supplies.

13.  Collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  on  a weekly  basis  during  the  year*  with  the 
exception  of  some  colliery  property  and  Council  housing  estates  v/here  the  volume  of 
refuse  necessitated  a second  clearance  per  x^eek. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Riverside  site  at  T-Jillington,  the  Council's  angledozer  again  proving  invaluable  in 
consolidating  and  controlling  the  tip.
